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Noel Coward Views Hollywood 
With Altruis 


_—— ——

Pictures, to Noel Coward, are a 


very interesting medium, very (tn- 
teresting, but one that he knows 
nothing about. Some day, when he 
has the time, he'd like to study 
them. Right now the theatre 
beckons. , 

He has just returned from a six 
months jaunt through South 
America, and since it is his rule to 
work terriby hard for two years, 
and then rest for six months, he 


feels he wants to dedicate the next 
two years to serving his true love, 
the one which has claimed him for 
the past 22 years—the stage. 

Mr. Coward's refusal to concern 
himself with the picturization of 
his play ‘Cavalcade,’ therefore, does 
not spring from a contempt for 
Hollywood or a flippant atcitude 
toward the seriousness of pictures. 
Not at all. He respects them 
deeply. It’s only that he realizes 
he knows nothing of picture tech- 
nique. It was just a coincidence 
that Mr. Coward happened to be in 
Hollywood three weeks ago when 


the Fox studios was starting its 
preparations for the filming of 
‘Cavalcade. Mr. Coward was on 
his way back to England from 


South America, and he stopped ty 
in Hollywood to visit the many 
dear friends of ‘his who live there. 

He had sold ‘Cavalcade’ outright 
to Fox, and with that sale his re- 
sponsibility for it as a _ picture 
ceased. Naturally he hopes it will 
make a splendid picture, but he 
himself wouldn’t know how to as- 
sure that probability. An artist’s 
sincerity and zealousness for fine 
standards of workmanship prohibit 
his fumbling in a medium for which 
he is not equipped by experience. 
Trained picture writers, he feels, 
could do a so much better job of 
it than he. 


Coward’s Individualism 


When Mr. Coward does decide to 
write for pictures, it will not be to 
adapt anything he has written for 


the stage. He sees pictures as an 
individual medium of entertain- 
ment, not as the _ stage, pho- 
tographed. He would like to do 


something directly for the screen. 
Pictures deserve and warrant to be 
treated as a new field, an exciting 
field, not as an imitation of the 
theatre. Such wiil be Mr. Coward’s 
approach to them, at any rate, if he 
ever finds time. 

Coward agrees that while the pay 
pictures offer to writers successful 
in other fields is most attractive, 
it is hardly sporting of them to 
take money for their names when 
they have no genuine interest in 
writing for pictures. Writers who 
accept picture offers without a sin- 
cere desire to give their best ef- 
forts only weaken their talent, for 
to Coward a writer worthy of the 
title must believe whole-heartedly 
in whatever he is doing. 

If he goes to Hollywood with the 
intent of working for pictures only 
to make a pleasant sum that will 
enable him to live comfortably 
while he writes on the side—or aft- 
erwards—what really interests him, 
his ability to produce good work 
must inevitably be lessened by his 
compromise, 

Observing the Hollywood scene a 
few weeks ago, Coward was con- 
vinced more than ever that he had 
kept faith with his own standards 
in refusing picture offers. He likes 
to work alone. Whatever he does 
he sees as a whole first, then tries 
to execute it faithfully, according 
to his original conception. 

The Lone Wolf Idea 

For instance with ‘Cavalcade,’ 
the idea for it brewed, grew, de- 
veloped in his mind for more than 
a year before he felt he was ready 
to write it; before he dared to 
write it. Then, writing it, he vis- 
ioned its direction, its lighting, its 
costuming, and he saw it was pro- 
duced. 

Similarly, when he writes an op- 
eretta, such as 
writes it all alone, book, lyrics, mu- 
sic.

Mr. Coward, along with his varied 
accomplishments, is an actor. As 
an actor he is enchanted with what 
he says is the truly excellent act- 
ing he sees on the screen. However 
large their salaries, Holly ~o0d stars 
in his opinion earn every farthing 
of them. They work frightfully, 
unbelievably hard, he says; as a 
matter of fact far too hard for their 
own or their employers’ ultimate 
good, 
Mr. Coward is amazed at the lack 
of foresight on the part of picture 
producers, who, instead of protect- 
ing their most valuable property, 
their star, wear them out with pic- 
tures made and released in in- 
credibly rapid succession. 

They develop their stars slowly, 
until they have made them stars. 
Then feverishly they try for quick 
capitalization on their property, in-

(4) Establisment of a deferred 
payment certificate system in pro- 
duction whereby actors, directors, 
and writers will receive part of their 
established salary in cash and the 
rest in notes payable from exhibi- 
tion revenue. By this method a 
picture with a bvdgeted negative 
eost of $250,000 will be finished for 
an actual cash outlay of $125,000, 
or thereabouts. 

(5) In compensation for gam- 
bling with the Screen Guild on part 
of their salaries, artistic talent will 
have profit-sharing privileges. Bank 
of America will pay funds out as 
follows: (a) Return Screen Guild's 
actual cash outlay; (b) redeem de- 
ferred payment certificates forming 
the second portion of negative cost; 
(c) division of profits 50-50 between

TRUE MURDER 
FILM CYCLE 


Hollywood, April 4. 
Taking a hint from the heavy 
selling popularity of true murder 
story type of magazine, studios are 
now following a sheep-like routine 
for similar kinds of material for 
pictures. 
Currently five cf the majors are 
working up stories based on famous 
killing cases, reaching back as far 
as the Lizzie Borden case in Fall 
River, Mass., in 1891. 
Warners started the cycle with

Film Business Has About 
Forgotten Those Novelties 








Wide film, color, third dimension 
photography, 16 mm. talkers and 
television, once uppermost in the 
minds of major film men as devel- 
opments just around the corner, 
have been shelved entirely by con- 
ditions. They represent innovations 
that must be forgotten for a while. 
Economic strain has also brought 
to a_ standstill theatre building. 
Showmen throw up their hands, half 
in resentment and half in astonish- 
ment, when the subjects of inno- 
vations or expansion are broached. 
A peek at theatre building activ- 
ity reveals that ‘while several 
chains hold sites, only one theatre 
among the majors is set to be built. 
This is a New York house by RKO 
at Eighth avenue and 234d street, 
for which contracts and financing 
have been arranged. 

Most of the chains are unloading. 
Skouras Bros., on whom some of 
this unloading occurs, stand alone 
in an expansion way. improve- 
ments to theatres, film exchanges, 
studios and other properties of ma- 
jor film companies have also been 
killed off by the economic upset. 
When business betters and shows 
signs of permanency, wide film, 
color and all the former proposed 
contrivances will probably return 
to the scene. 





May Revive Kinograms 
Newsreel, Says Kandel 





Acquisition of the Kinograms li- 
brary now gives General Film 
Library, Inc., the largest deposit of 
negative film in the industry. M. J. 
Kandel, head of General, states he 
may shortly revive the Kinograms 
newsreel which was one of the first 
in the business. 

According to Kandel, General now 
has on hand 11,000,000 feet of nega- 
tive. While Kandel claims Kino 
yielded about 4,000,000 feet, other 
newsreel people. who were overbid 
by Kandel for the property, claim 
it is about half that figure. 

General was awarded the property 
by the Irving Trust Company, as 
Kino receiver, when it topped a bid 
made by Universal at slightly over 
$6,000.

On another 
certificate the surname is mis- 
spelled as it is on the record. Mail 
arriving is accordingly misspelled.

Spain Calls for Films, 
Discs for Education 


Madrid, March 22. 

‘Cinema, gramophone and broad- 
casting will be the best collabora- 
tors as regards education in Spain,’ 
says Don Fernando de los Rios, 
minister of public education. 

The new Spanish budget which is 
now being discussed by the Spanish 
Cortes includes an item of 1,000,000 
pesetas for the purchase of radio 
sets, gramophones, records and ci- 
nema apparatus and films which 
shall be distributed among schools, 
social centers and’ popular clubs 
throughout Spain; the object being 
to screen educational films. The 
gramophone's duty will be to culti- 
vate a love for classical works 
among the less cultivated classes. 

Radio sets will be installed at 
rural schools, where the teachers 
will get the peasantry to attend and 
listen to the concerts, lectures and 
reading of notes and agricultural 
instructions, as also lectures on 
farming, which shall be broadcast 
from central broadcasting stations 
to be created with the help of school 
and experts. A series of broadcast 
lectures will begin as soon as radio 
sets have been installed throughout 
the land.

In telling in a recent letter how 
he cleared the way for Sunday 
shows in Hamilton, N. Y., George A 
Miller expressed the opinion that the 
opposition helped him more than i 
realized, though. the anti-element 
admitted afterward that some of its 
paid advertising had been injudi- 
cious and had aroused opposition 
rether than support. Mr. Miller, 
avho manages the Smalley theatr« 
for that chain, worked 2 nice cam- 
paign, but he places the greater 
gtress on the value of the personal 
friendships he has made with prac- 
tically everyone in town except the 
bigots. : 

Miller had to compete with the 
gitra church element and the faculty 
of Colgate university. Had a major- 
{ty of the church element aligned 
themselves with the ultras, the 
proposition would have been de- 
feated, but Miller talked about near- 
by towns which had Sunday shows 
—Utica, Syracuse, Oneida and other 
places with open Sundays. He let 
it be inferred that the town with- 
out Sunday entertainment must nec- 
essarily be regarded as narrow and 
pr-vincial by the open towns. And 
because he was the friend of most 
of the townfolk, he could put the 
idea over. 

With this mild propaganda estab- 
lished, Miller waited until the last 
possible moment to make applica- 
tion for a referendum vote, This was 
permitted, and then he let the antis 
proceed to cut their own throats by 
making statements so illogical and 
obviously untrue that they turned 
from their cause even some of the 
church vote. Miller did not use his 
screen or lobby, but did add a line to 
his current advertising where the 
opposition was buying an occasional 
half page. 

The result was that he carried 
the question by 69 votes; a narrow 
margin, but far different from the 
two to one against, which had been 
so freely predicted. In passing, it 
was a larger vote than any of the 
candidates for trustee received. He 
ran ahead of his ticket. 

And he ascribes much of his suc- 
eess to the fact that he makes 
friends with everyone. He has 
noted in other towns high pressure 
managers who placed themselves on 
a pedestal and injure their popular- 
ity beyond the point of usefulness. 
He mixes, and mixes thoroughly, 
and that’s one reason why the prop- 
osition was carried over. The other 
Was that the town wanted Sunday 
entertainment.

After 
theatre employees had made several 
unsuccessful attempts to drive the 
picket away, a policeman was in- 
duced to arrest him when he would 
not leave after being ordered away.

Liedtke, who remained in jail over 
night and then stood trial. The 
court dismissed the case and ex- 
pressed the opinion that neither 
union should be permitted to do any 
more picketing.

On reflection, as with every pic-

Warners has 
been trying to give William a build- 
up as a new type of male lead, but 
he has yet to find his opportunity. 

Same went for David Manners, 
for a time, but here the juve is 
sloughed off in a bit. Mary Doran, 
who has been away from pix for 
some time, makes a light vamp 
register.

‘Murder at 
Dawn’ is clear off the target, a 
clumsy effort which is further 
handicapped by indifferent direction 
and very poor photography. It will 
get over in B and C houses where 
patrons do not ask for plausibility, 
but the plotting is based on a false 
premise and illogically developed.

Plot revolves around the efforts of 
a pair of stock brokers to depress 
stock in the invention of Prof. Far- 
rington, who has solved the prob- 
lem of developing power from sun- 
light.

‘Devil's Lottery’ seems to give the 
actress her best chance thus far. 
but Miss Landi again fails to regis- 
ter. Although ‘Lottery’ is a slight 
improvement as far as literary help 


is concerned, it isn’t strong. This 
time the fault is Miss Landi's us 
well as the story’s. Picture looks 


like a doubtful grosser, chiefly be- 
cause of its lack of cast attractive- 
ness. 

Miss Landi is the intellectual ty pe 
of actress. In the s. a. department 
she’s limited. On the stage such a 
personality is salable, since the in- 
telligence of such a patronage 
prompts it to seek more than just 
plain s. a. But in pictures, where 
an entirely different brand of think- 
ing dictates audience tastes, the pri 
mary value of physical appeal ai.d 
secondary position of intellectual 
performing cannot be avoided. 

Miss Landi hasn’t helped herself 
by changing her coiffure. Her for- 
mer long bob seemed more in ac- 
cord with what they want than her 
present  hairdress. Thats Miss 
Landi’s only change, but it makes a 
big difference. She has matured. 

The rub in ‘Devil’s Lottery’ is the 
failure of Miss Landi and her part 
to mix. She’s the central woman in 
a group of people, with all the men 
immediately on the make for her. 
But Miss Landi doesn’t show why 
the boys fall so quickly and forget 
the other women. Despite her act- 
ing ability and cleverness at making 
more difficult situations seem plaus- 
ible, she fails to be convincing on 
that attraction angle. 

This condition is harmful to the 
picture as a whole as well as to 
Miss Landi’s score. The men be- 
come unnatural as soon as they 
start to fall. It’s not hard to under- 
stand why Victor McLaglen’s per- 
formance stands atop the other cast 
efforts. He’s the only gent not 
enamoured of Miss Landi. 

Story attempts to show the grief 
that comes with sudden riches. The 
money winners in the Calcutta 
Sweepstakes are invited to spend a 
vacation at the English home of the 
winning horse’s owner. Within a 
short time they all meet with trag- 
edy. One dies, another is murdered, 
a young romance is temporarily 
blasted and a paralytic war vet 
suffers a relapse. The inference that 
money may bring unhappiness is 
psychologically accurate, but film 
audiences will be hard to convince 
that coin is so difficult to handle. 
The confliction with popular illu- 
sions is bound to create opposition 
to the story. 

Productionally, ‘Lottery’ is never 
lacking. A horse race sequence 
with views of the betting row neatly 
dovetailed provides a fast start, and 
the pace is sustained most of the 
way. The sudden melodramatic 
twist at the far turn is a blow that 
knocks the wind out of the script. 
From then on it limps. 

Beryl Mercer is tragically comic 
as the suddenly rich old lady whose 
constant fear is loss of the money. 
Excepting the juves, Alexander 
Kirkland and Barbara Weeks, and 
Herbert Mundin, comedy butler, the 
other players are all more or less 
straight men. Bige.

Picture will get rave 
notices in all the dailies as a highly 
artistic and meritorious effort. It 
will have considerable box office pull 
at the various German sure-seaters. 
What it will do in major American 
theatres when released in the fall in 
a fully dubbed English version will 
probably be an entirely different 
story. 

‘Theft of the Mona Lisa’ is one 
more of those European paradoxes. 
Beautifully done, finely thought out 
and artistically A-1. But when re- 
leased to American audiences, the 
ordinary every-day customers will 
find it so terribly slow as to be bor- 
ing. And romantically so ironic as 
to be annoying. 

First thing to be said for the pic- 
ture is that it is highly original in 
story concept. Has to do with a 
poor Italian glazier in Paris who 
falls in love with a hotel maid be- 
cause she resembles the Mona Lisa. 
3ecause she wants him to do some- 
thing exceptional and great for her, 
he steals the picture from the 
Louvre. Gesture, of course, means 
nothing to her, so she runs off with 
a rich man who propositions her. 
And the lad goes to jail, after tell- 
ing the court he stole the picture in 
order to restore it to his country 
where it originally belonged. There- 
by becoming a national hero in his 
own country. 

With some action and pep that 
story might pass and have a chance 
of appealing to ordinary customers. 
As handled here the film is about 
half over, with nothing having hap- 
pened, before he even conceives the 
notion of stealing the.picture. The 
photography and direction and act- 
ing up that point are beautiful, 
artistically. But, as is almost al- 
ways true, also boring. 

What helps film more than any- 
thing, and may just possibly put it 
over (as was also true in ‘Zwei 
Herzen im % Takt,’ produced by the 
same people) is the theme song. 
Song is a peach, catches on easily 
and is whistleable. Cleverly it’s 
used throughout as a sort of back- 
ground theme, being nicely blended 
with the sound and action and work- 
ing pretty much to suggest the mood 
of various scenes. 

Willy Forst in the lead turns in 
his first really worthwhile perform- 

ance seen in New York. He's quite 
popular with the Germans and has 
played in a lot of musicals. This is 
his first straight work and shows 
him, surprisingly enough, to be a 
really good actor. Trude von Molo, 
opposite, is capable and pretty, plus 
having quite a resemblance to Da 
Vinci's subject. (Fortunately, she’s 
a good deal slimmer, however). All 
the rest of the cast are okay.Kavj.

Lester Cole is of operetta experi- 
ence, who more lately has been 
making a small reputation for him- 
self on radio, singing mostly over 
the indie stations in New York. Re- 
cently he was in a radio act which 
Nick Kenny, radio columnist New 
York ‘Mirror,’ rounded up and 
which played one week for Loew at 
the Metropolitan, Brooklyn. Cole 
himself is new to vaudeville after a 
fashion. At this house he is fea- 
tured and given a radio billing. 


Cole appears to have gone to 
some pains in prod cing this. act. 
It shapes up as quite expensive, in- 
asmuch as the male chorus of 15 
have three different sets of cos- 
tumes and with the scenery being 
changed as often. All the costume 
and scenic changes are a great help 
in putting the act across. 


The male chorus of 15 is well 
trained and is used for harmonic 
effects all through the act. Cole is 
the only member who solos with 
the exception of a high tenor during 
the opening number. 


Act opens with a desert scene, all 
in Arab garb. Three selections 
from the ‘Desert Song’ are then 
used, with Cole featured in front of 
the chorus as the ‘Red Shadow,’ the 
leading character in the operetta. 
A spiritual arrangement of ‘River 
Stay ’Way from My Door,’ with the 
backdrop shifting to a plantation 
scene, stage darkened, and the 
chorus, in drak rigs, follows. 


This is followed by the stage go- 
ing to full, tavern scene, chorus in 
military uniforms and singing the 
‘Drinking Song’ from the ‘Student 
Prince’ and ‘Song of the Flame.’ 
Act closed to a big hand and en- 
cored with the pop “Two Lives,’ a 
German importation. It was a mis- 
take to use this ballad for an encore 
for the preceding numbers were of 
stirring quality that left the audi- 
ence keyed up just right. The en- 
core song was just an ordinary tune 
that offset the effects of the preced- 
ing songs.

Myrt 
and Marge, ducking behind mikes in 
a soundproof studio, couldn't possi- 
bly be as bad as they looked out in 
the open on the Palace stage. It 
would have been much better for 
this skit to remain unseen, even at 
the risk of being thought bad, than 
parade it out before an audience 
and remove all doubt. 


Myrt and Marge (Myrtle Vail and 
Donna Damerel) is the Wrigley gum 
account over CBS, broadcasting five 
nights a week from local outlet, 
WBBM. : On the air it’s a serial skit 
of a couple of chorus gals and the 
usual backstage characters, includ- 
ing even a pansy in the form of 
Clarence Tiffingtuffer, a costume de- 
signer. All of which might be in- 
teresting to those who care for it, 
with a radio audience at liberty to 
turn the dials at will, but why drag 
out something on the stage that 
isn’t even entertainment? 


What kind of a local angle can 
this be? It’s true that the Palace 
was stuck for a name this week, but 
why book a cat in the bag? Giv- 
ing RKO credit for better judgment, 
it’s safe to say this act would never 
have played the Palace had it been 
seen beforehand. 

What plans, if any, either Colum- 
bia or RKO had to present this ra- 
dio turn in some style at least, must 
have gone awry, because it looked 
far from anything presentable on 
the Palace stage. Act broke in at 
the Kedzie, neighborhood showing 
spot, the night before, and that’s 
where the axe fell. Instead of un- 
usual settings, lighting effects, etc., 
turn reverted to just another one of 
those things. Silhouetted scenes on 
both ends of the stage, showing a 
couple arguing over the radio on 
one side and the announcer on the 
other, faded into the center for a 
dressing room, where Myrt and 
Marge and their cohorts held sway. 
For 12 minutes the audience was 
treated to a parade of gams and 
undies, with the dialog evidently 
just filling in. 


Uninteresting prattle among the 
four gals in the scene was only di- 
verted momentarily by the entrance 
of the pansy character, played by 
Ray Hedge. After that it was only 
a question of when it would be over. 
Another not so bright idea was pull- 
ing Pat Flanagan, WBBM‘'s baseball 
spieler, out for bow. Bad enough to 
have had Flanagan stooging as the 
announcer in the act, which anyone 
could have done, but why embarrass 
the fellow by making him take a 
bow? Flanagan, introduced by 
Myrt, was pointed out by the latter 
as needing no introduction, with not 
a ripple following. 


With Myrt and Marge in the skit 
are Patricia Ann Manners, doing a 
dumb Dora, and Eleanor Rella, 
playing a hardboiled jane.

Obvious sign of boxoffice weak-

Not since the old Keith and Ore- 
pheum days was such a blunder 
made at the Palace. They may have 
played freak acts in those days, but 
at least there was something to 
ballyhoo., 

Here an act is thrown together, 
people afraid of their own shadows 
on the stage pushed on, the or- 
chestra strikes up an introduction, 
and that’s vaudeville.

Interesting presenta- 
tion here in view of the way the 
home talent has been merged with 
the visiting company. Clever ma- 
nipulation all the way through gets 
the greatest effectiveness from all 
angles. 

Mastbaum ballet, which has won 
(-2rep for itself as one of the enap- 
piest in the business, combines with 
the ‘Follow Thru’ chorus for about 
three or four numbers. Other times 
it follows the regular chorus witha 
reprise of the tune and a different 
set of costumes before a drop while 
the next set is being prepared. Al- 
though nothing to criticize in the 
‘Follow Thru’ routine, a great many 
reviewers here remarked on the fact 
that the local line girls gave a re- 
markable account of themselves.

Their best is 
flipping man from end of board to 
light on shoulders of a two-high, 
ten feet from teeter. 

Second line dressed in red tights 
and all over brassieries, each hold- 
ing links of-a huge chain. Girls do 
routine with pieces of huge chain 
in hands. Curtains part, showing 
portico of huge white pillars, mak- 
ing background for the dance 
of Georgene and Henry, who do 
their act entirely in unison—no 
matter which couple you look at, 
you miss nothing. The line re- 
enters, each rolling large discs with 
concentric circles in red, and when 
grouped makes good flash to close 
this section. 

The winners of the Denver Post- 
Fanchon & Marco contest, three of 
them, are spotted in here. The 
girls will go to L. A., to be placed in 
some unit in training and are guar- 
anteed a year’s work at $40 or 
more per week. The Cannon Sis- 
ters do a sister act and are a hit. 
They're good dancers and have 
food yoices and looked gorgeous in 


their orange blouses and golden 
trunks. The other winner, Elsye 
Yost, is a hefty lass and could 


shake her bushy head as well as 
her legs, but makeup was used too 
freely and showed to poor advant- 
age when she and the Cannon Sis- 
ters came in answer to a curtain 
call.

George Dobbs does very well as 
the romance. He has been a Shu- 
bert juvenile for years, with the 
experience showing in his work, al- 
though he was not directed with 
much distinction in several scenes. 
Gordon Smith, also familiar in 
eastern musicals, is the opposition 
and handles a bit of dancing capa- 
bly. 

A few strands of hay held in the 
left hand will perfectly balance the 
plot of ‘Girl Crazy’ when held in 
the right palm, Its virtues do not 
list originality. Nor suspense. But 
it's okay for picture house patrons 
to cut their ‘plot’ teeth on. 

‘Girl Crazy’ is strong optically in 
a sprightly, well-dressed chorus, in 
spic and span new scenery, in 
numerical strength climaxing in a 
finale with 63 persons on the ros- 
trum.

Doesn’t Make Much Difference 

Shea is an advocate of strong 
stage shows during weak picture 
weeks. ‘When the picture is strong, 
it doesn’t make much difference 
what you've got on the stage 
They're in to see the picture,’ he 
contends, 

Contrary to his own practises 
Shea thinks circuit operation is 
superior to indie operation despite 
the added overhead involved in the 
latter. Independent operation de- 
pends on the individual and can be 
superior only from that individual's 
viewpoint. Otherwise the circuit 
has the edge. Buying power is the 
reason. That’s why circuits do Like 
Shea’s buying. 

Shea has 13 theatres in Buffalo, 
five of them downtuwn, and one in 
Tonawanda, N. Y. He's active in 
the operation of the entire string 
from managing to booking. In or- 
der to personally supervise the lat- 
ter, stage and screen, he’s in New 
York several times monthly though 
making Buffalo his home and head- 
quarters,

the easiest way to capitalize her 
flair for histronic fireworks. In 
‘Shopworn’ Miss Stanwyck makes 
two scenes, each time losing her 
temper with exhausting thorough- 
ness, each time providing good 
close-ups of tear-brimmed eyes, and 
each time accomplishing nothing for 
the development of the story, but 
none the less giving the customers 
their money's worth of ‘dramatic 
acting.’ 

Miss Stanwyck’s low combustion 
point in ‘Shopworn’ may be the in- 
side on how she became a world 
famous actress. Temper and dra- 
matic temperament have always 
been closely allied in the public 
mind. 

‘Shopworn,’ more sensible than 
most stories about celebrated ac- 
tresses, shows none of her actual 
acting as an actress, but is wisely 
content to display her gracing, in 
glittering costumes, a spacious back 
stage dressing room, 

Miss Stanwyck’s ciothes as a 
front-page actress are also less 
than glamorous. Seeking to atone 
for her lack of individual chic, Miss 
Stanwyck chooses garments so bi- 
zarre that they very nearly stifle 
her precious quality of naturalness. 
Then, when she wants to prove 
that she’s acquired the rarefied 
taste of simplicity, her costumes 
become so sombre and restrained 
that they might belong to some- 
body’s mother.

The Hollywood dues are slight com- 
pared to the tax in New York. 

Indie producers are not kidding 
themselves about any ‘in’ the regu- 
lar membership will give them with 
the big fellows. They feel that 4 
good picture will get distribution 
whether the producer has a mem- 
bership card or not. 

Dubious 

As for the other aspects, indies 
claim they get most of the benefits 
of the Hays group without paying. 
Although uncoded, each gets the 
same censor laws available to Hays 
members and each has at his dis- 
posal the same access to copyright 
research as Hays members. 

There are some who are even 
dubious as to what reaction the 
Hays shingle will have with their 
indie exhib contacts. The tendency 
for exhibs to unite in circuits, how- 
ever, is markedly lessening this. 

In the final analysis dues are the 
only stumbling block. If indies can 
get their price they will put their 
dough on the Hays plank.

Whether the Shubert Theatre 
Corp., shall continue into next sea- 
son under the present equity re- 
ceivership will be put up to the 
court early this weck. Judge 
Francis Caffey is expected to render 
a decision late next week. No fur- 
ther moves by the receivers until 
then. Last week's court action was 
in reference to the indie bondhold- 
ers petition for an investigation, not 
the receivership as supposed. 

The court was formally advised 
that Lee Shubert will supply $300,- 
000 of capital by buying receivers 
certificates upon authorization of 
the court. The money would be 
used in part for maintenance of the 
theatres but principally for new 
productions, if the receivers con- 
tinue, 

Petition of the independent bond- 
holders committee, which made no 
comment either way about contin- 
uance, got some result from the 
court last week. Judge Caffey an- 
nounced that he would appoint 
special counsel to hear lawyers for 
the receivers and the committee 
argue on the advisibility of investi- 
gating the Shubert corporation from 
its inception. The proposed investi- 
gation would not be expected to 
interfere with the continuance of 
the receivership. 

The Shubert staffs in all depart- 
ments having been cut to a mini- 
mum, executives being let out or 
given long ‘vacations’ last Satur- 
day, no production activity can 
start until the court extends the 
receivership and in any event no 
new shows are expected to be tried 
until late next summer. 

Final attraction appears to be 
‘Happy Landing,’ regarded as a flop 
at the 46th Street, but to be con- 
tinued three weeks in the hope of 
selling the picture rights. Extra 
space ads for the show caused sur- 
prise because of the receivership. 
Another show tried out of town will 
probably not be presented here, re- 
writing having been ordered.

White’s local reps have brought

In his petition, White declares 
that Elmer E. Adams, manager of 
hall, refused use of hall to him un- 
der any terms and refused to say 
why, although no other bookings 
were scheduled for that week. Later 
Adams announced that under hall’s 
new policy it would not be rented 
to any production usually presented 
in legit theatres, with the idea of 
protecting local theatre interests. 

White, who has had no previous 
trouble renting civic auditoriums 
for touring ‘Scandals,’ still claims 
that ban on his show is unlawful 
discrimination. Nut of ‘Scandals’ 
is so heavy, he says, that he would 


only make expenses in town’s 
small-seated legit houses. In 3,000- 
seat public music hall, twice as 


large as Ohio or Hanna, show would 
draw 30,000 persons or about $55,- 
000. Rental for hall is $4,000. 

Case, slated to come up today 
(4), is for first time in years caus- 
ing rival theatrical interests here 
to band in fighting White and other 
outside producers’ seeking hall. 
Officials of local Hanna, Loew’s and 
RKO houses to have reps acting as 
friends at court in case, 

Showmen contend ‘Scandals’ at 
Civic Hall would offer unfair com- 
petition to their own houses, for 
which they pay heavy taxes. That 
White would take 85% of receipts 
out of the city is another squawk, 


but not a very hot one. Majority 
ef local houses are owned and 
operated by New York interests 


Competition angle also weak, since 
Public Hall, which has three audi- 
toriums, books’ circuses, grand 
opera and other attractions that 
draw money away from theatres. 

Newspaper dramatic critics favor- 
ing White, on ground that revue'’s 
50 cents to $2.50 scale in large- 
seated hall would give a break to 
depression-hit theatre-goers who 
couldn't afford $4.40 at legit houses 
if they booked it. 

Present situation is climax of 
long-brewing feud between hall 
officials and theatre men that be- 
gan when hall booked ‘Abraham 
Lincoln,’ after local theatres turned 
it down. But the pay-off came when 
Cantor-Jessel show, promoted into 
hall by Zukor & Labowitz, local 
lawyers, broke town’s records by 
doing about $45,000. 

All of hall's bookings are being 
held up until decision in White's 
legal fight is reached later this 
week.

In depicting emotions the stage 

has gone rather far, always per- 


haps with the idea there is a limit. 
In ‘Life Begins’ it is a question 
whether the ordinary clinical events 


constitute stage diversion. The 
guess is that it isn’t, even though 
maternity is ever interesting. 


There is no more frequent human 
phenomenon than a birth, In the 
drama murder goes on forever. 
Mrs. Axelson, who wrote ‘Life Be- 
gins’ which was called ‘Birth’ when 
first shown in Earl Hall at Colum- 
bia U, at least provides a change of 
pace in an attempt at glorifying 
motherhood. 


The show is not strictly a play, 
being episodic. It ranges from ma- 
ternity to suicide and ends with 
surgical homicide, ‘Life Begins’ in- 
dicates what every woman knows 
that a new mother enjoys a feeling 
of exaltation not to be described by 
words, also that most women do not 
suffer as much as supposed but 
that the husband ‘had no way of 
finding out and we get away with 
it. Data is introduced that only 
one woman in every 175 dies in 
childbirth. That is told a young 
wife who tries to evade motherhood 
by feigning paralysis. She changes 
her mind and goes home ready to 
fulfill her maternal duty. 

The action takes place in the ma- 
ternity ward of a city hospital and 
the hall adjoining. Ward scene 
shows six or seven beds occupied 
by various sorts of expectant 
mothers or those who have just be- 
come so. One is to have her sixth 
baby; an unmarried night club 
girl, caustic over her condition 
especially, when told the X-Ray 
shows she is to have twins sup- 
plies most the comedy relief; an- 
other is married, but worried over 
her babe being red-headed and 
there is a sorrel topped doctor in 
the hospital who is patently the 
p2pa; an Italian woman whose in- 
fant dies; another unwed mother 
who plunges from the window when 
told her consort is off to South 
America, 

Story centers on Mrs. Grace Sut- 
ton a young woman sent to prison 
for 20 years, convicted of murder. 
She comes to the ward to have her 
child, while the anxious husband 
waits in the hall. There is no ex- 
planation of how this demure 
woman was mixed up in murder. 
She is in the delivery room 30 hours 
when the doctors tell the husband 
that they can save the mother if 
nature takes it course, but can save 
the child by a Caesarian operation. 
The lad decides for her, but 
the doctors apply the knife and she 
dies. Curtain finds a nurse placing 
the infant in the grieving husband's 
arms, 

Joanna Roos is the unfortunate 
M rs. Sutton, whom the other women 
in the ward are kindly considerate 
of, disbelieving her guilt for the 
crime. . Scenes between Miss Roos 
and Allen Bunce, the husband, were 
tender and effective. 

But Glenda Farrell as the night 
club girl, Florette Darien, rather 
runs away with the show. She pours 
booze into the hot water bottle and 
becomes nicely soused. She wants 
no part of her twins, but when they 
are about to be adopted the ma- 
ternal instinct is too strong and 
when last seen she is mothering 
both. 

Oddest feature of this strange play 
is that none of the expectant 
mothers look that way.

For both it seemed the old 
love surges again. They agree that 
neither is really happy and they 
decide to go away together. 

The morning after the elopement, 
on a cold, rainy day at Dieppe, re- 
alization comes to them. They try 
to convince each other that the old 
love is aflame as it used to be. 
The truth starts to intrude when 
Paul, onetime close friend of Jean's 
has his say. Paul is a settled busi- 
ness man, with an occasional fling 
with a girl. Jean is already yearn- 
ing for his wife and young son. 
Bunny yearns for her well ordered 
home and comfortable husband. 
The letters each swore they had 
sent cutting them off from their 
homes, had never been sent.

For the most part it is enact>d 
within a coal mine where the labor 
is done by convicts given an extra 
dole of punishment. Cast is all 
male. Four prisoners are colored 
and their fellow worker is a white 
convict, A yellow, brutal warden 
is their boss, egged on by ratty 
trusty. Others are guards. 

The four Negroes working in a 
gallery are serving sentences for 
crimes ranging from rape to mur- 
der. Gypsy Kale, whose offense is 
not mentioned, is demented and be- 
lieves himself to be God. The others 
heed his gentle words and the man 
even makes Warden Davis desist 
from some of his brutalities. Gypsy 
has secreted a stick of dynamite 
waiting for a time which he will 
name as judgment day. 

Knox, the white convict, faces a 
20-year stretch. He plans escape 
and gets an edge by assaulting the 
warden and taking his revolver. 
When a guard emerges from the 
darkness Knox kills him. Follows 
a search for the killer. With his 
colored pals it is planned to blow 
up the gallery and trap the warden 
and his trusty. But Knox suddenly 
decides to give himself up. As he 
emerges from the shaft he is shot 
in the shoulder by the nervous war- 
den and then brutally whipped—off 
stage. Gypsy, the batty one, car- 
ries Knox back into the mine. When 
the warden comes after them the 
dynamite is exploded and the gal- 
lery sealed. Warden murders the 
Negro, and he and Knox expire of 
coal damp. 

This subterranean thriller starts 





off with a strong first act. Second 
act promises terror, which it not 


entirely fulfilled in the last act. 
There have been plays with all-male 
casts which clicked, such as ‘Jour- 
ney’s End,’ and to a lesser degree 
‘The Last Mile.” Like the latter, 
‘Bloodstream’ is of the lower strata 
and it is a matter of taste whether 
the characters are interesting. 
Frank Wilson, who has attracted 
attention in other colored dramas, 
is the cuckoo Gypsy; Ernest R. 
Whitman is another good colored 
actor, appearing as Juke Taylor, a 
husky killer; Clyde Franklin is the 
warden, and Cecil Holm the des- 
perate Knox. 

Sidney Harmon is named as the 
producer, but Ben Stein, who has 
heretofore gone in for mystery 
plays, is understood to be inter- 
ested.

There’s a lot of strength in 
Blanche Ring, star of ‘Intimate Re- 
lations,’ but too much weakness in 
the play written for her. Had the 
authors turned the piece into broad 
farce, with material ideal for that 
treatment and Miss Ring right there 
to play it, chances for a moderately 
successful run might have been 
gvod. In present form, with the 
farcical element thinly disguising 


what appears to be an angle on pos- 
sible modern conventions, anything 
het a brief stay on Broadway is 
doubtful. 

Best that the play can hope for 
as a draw is the box office vested 
in the title and the lure that may 
exist among old and young play- 
goers to see Miss Ring, one of the 
real legit vets. 

‘Intimate Relations’ is a perfect 
title for the story it identifies, serv- 
ing two ways. The shame is that 
a stronger play wasn’t fashioned 
along the basic lines involved, with 
the treatment entirely in a satirical 
vein. 

As well as dealing with the per- 
fidy of a father who had been keep- 
ing a woman on the side, the inti- 
mate relations side is strongly in- 
trenched through bickering among 
relatives. While most of the play 
bears on family dissension, it is 
written strictly for a mother role as 
played by Miss Ring. Essentially 
it concerns discovery by the house- 
holl that the late father-husband 
has a son by another woman and the 
legit widow's attempt to laugh it 
off by taking the illegitimate son 
under her wing. 

Her part also attempts to inject

Philadelphia, April 4. 
Considerable difference of opinion 
about George M. Cohan’s latest com- 


edy, now at the Broad, which is 
touring this spring and doesn’t get 
to Broadway until fall. The critics 
were unanimous in liking it, and 
first night audience was enthusias- 
tic as have been subsequent audi- 
ences. Dissenters are some of the 
wise boys, and some members of 
the profession. Several New York 
managers and agents who happened 
to catch it openly claim it won't do 
although raving about Cohan him- 
self. 

Right at the beginning it should 
be stated that it is hard to figure 
how Cohan expects to put somebody 
else in the part he’s playing now. 
He not only gives one of the best 
performances of his career but his 
personality makes of Mr. Daniels, 
the private detective, a. character 
with individuality and fascinating 
appeal that would probably be lost 
by another actor—even a good one. 
In fact, getting down to brass tacks, 
‘Confidential Service’ is all Cohan. 

However, with Cohan it’s a bully 
comedy and should have an excel- 
lent chance of landing. Story con- 
cerns a young married couple who 
employ Daniels to investigate a theft 
of the wife’s jewels. He discovers 
that the thief is the husband and 
that not only is he guilty of that, 
but has been carrying on with the 
wife’s best friend. 

Naturally, it’s a blow, but thanks 
to Daniels’. good advice she knows 
how to take it and, at the detec- 
tive’s suggestion, they consult with 
the other abused party, the best 
friend’s husband. A projected raid 
on the love nest of the guilty pair 
fails when the lovers quarrel and 
break up before the raid can be or- 
ganized. 

Again Daniels gives some advice 
which, this time, is that his clients 
allow their erring mates to come 
home and to give them no inkling 
that their little affair is known. This 
is done and the fact that the lovers 
themselves have quarreled gives 
plenty of chance for comedy in the 
subsequent scenes. At the finish 
the detective sees to it that the 
guilty couple pay a penalty and 
there is intimation that the other 
pair will eventually make a match 
of it. 

In addition to Cohan, ‘Confidential 
Service’ has the advantage of expert 
direction, nice backgrounds and a 
good cast. Sam Forrest and Cohan 
directed, the eight scene changes are 
achieved by the device that was 
once made famous in ‘On Trial,’ and 
as for the cast, Selena Royle as the 
wife, and Elsie Lawson as the 
friend, are outstanding. Charles 
Trowbridge and Arthur Hohl are 
also good as the husbands.

Whenever NBC takes over pro- 
gram control of an affiliated sta- 
tion, as it recently did with the 
Westinghouse group, it drives disc 
programs off that station. Similarly 
CBS, when it spreads and increases 
its block time buy with affiliated 
stations, limits the use of disc pro- 
grams on those stations. This forces 
disc advertisers to switch to a local 
indie.

At the time the American Society 
passed its cut-in rule a great hue 
and cry was raised to effect that 
this would be the death knell for 
cut-ins. Currently, this is a laugh, 
for the cut-in, which diminished a 
bit shortly after April, 1931, when 
the rule had been passed, now pre- 
vails as much as ever. 


Koenigsberg Out; S.P.A. 
Cedes Back Its Rights 


To get the proposed standard 
uniform contract with publishers, 
the Songwriters’ Protective Asso- 
ciation has agreed to give back to 
its songwriter members all rights 
which these writers had assigned 
to the association. Publishers in- 
sisted upon this step before agree- 
ing to the proposed contract. 

Moe Koenigsberg, gen. mgr. of 
the S. P. A., has severed connec- 
tions with the association. Reason 
was Koenigsberg’s heavy salary, 
$500 per week. Lillian K. Brown, 
formerly with the A. S. C. A. P. 
and secretary to the late J. C. 
Rosenthal, has been made execu- 
tive secretary of the S. P. A. 

A statement made by Sigmund 
Romberg, president of the S. P. A. 
at the annual meeting of the A. 8S. 
Cc. A. P. that the publishers and 
songwriters had agreed on the pro- 
posed contract and that the con- 
tract was already on the way to 
the printers, is denied by the pub- 
lishers. All that was done was to 
modify some of the proposals in 
the original contract presented to 
writers and publishers, with no offi- 
cial agreement given by either side.

FARMED OUT BY NBC 


NBC is trying to untoad some of 
its contracted artists on WOR, 
Newark, and other indie stations 
around the country to insure more 
work for its artists than is avail- 
able on NBC programs solely. It’s 
a sort of farming out plan, under 
which NBC books artists with the 


stations in the same manner as 
with theatres, 

Buddy Rogers’ band, on WOR 
thrice weekly during the supper 


hour as well as his thrice weekly 
midnight NBC broadcasts, is con- 
sidered by NBC as a good wedge 
whereby the network can unload 
some talent on that station, the 
largest indie outlet in the New 
York district. Rogers band went 
on WOR because the Statler Corpo- 
ration, operating the Pennsylvania 
Hotel, desired the band to be heard 
during the supper hour. With NBC 
tied up for time during the dining 
hour, WOR was suggested. How- 
ever, with Rogers, NBC is not col- 
lecting from WOR for the broad- 
casts, 

The idea of farming out talent 
Is not new, but is now being ex- 
tended to guarantee more work for 
NBC artists. Some of NBC's tal- 
ent have in the past intermittently 
been used by indie stations. Re-

Hylton is the closest Euro- 
pean approach to the American 
dance-band leaders, fortifying him- 
self with a brittle, staccato style 
of orchestration which lends it a 
fitting tang all his own. ‘Time 
Alone Will Tell’ and ‘I Believe in 
You’ are a hit and waltz duo, re- 
spectively.

Two swell waltzes, one of British 
origin and the other by Irving Ber- 
lin, are done in ultra manner by the 
Olsenites on Victor 22935.

against over twice that many a 
year ago. 


3. Dance music doesn’t show the 
slightest signs of an unfavorable 
reaction, but, to the contrary, is in 
greater demand than ever. Increase 
of the number of name dance bands 
on chain commercials as compared 
to a year ago amounts to over 30%. 

4. The radio script act is cur- 
rently passing through its most 
popular cycle, with the reaction not 
yet in sight. Trend in favor of the 
serial skit or dramatic show as well 
mixture of the drama and 
is particularly on the up- 
grade among commercials origin- 
ating their programs out of Chi- 
cago. 

Scheme now in the process of de- 
velopment will place on a local sta- 
tion for the first time a regular 
vaude-type show, booked and ar- 
ranged to build from a beginning to 
a climax. Show, as presented fig- 
ured to run for four consecutive 
hours, and will include approxi- 
mately eight act sessions. 

Idea being tied-in with the 
Chicago manufacturers, the show 
to be fully commercial, but the en- 
tire group to submit to showman- 
ship booking, so that the show will 
build, instead of allowing one act 
to cancel the effect of the preced- 
ing or subsequent turns. Several 
local commercial firms have already 
signified their readiness to go 
through with such a setup, and the 
exact date of the first broadcast 
likely to be set next week. ’ 
Entire show will be restricted to 
manufacturers locally, since the ob- 
ject commercially will be to plug it 
throughout the territory as the Chi- 
cago Show. If clicking, it’s figured 
to send the long-running piece ona 
network nationally. 

Deal is now being discussed by 
Howard Way, local producer, and 
KYW, and the day most likely to be 
named is Saturday night, since the 
feeling is that it would be easier 
to clear four hours for the show on 
that evening than any other,

Miss Greenway would change her 
song routine around, leading off 
with the special lyrics of the prima 
donna number, and shedding that 
opening song for another and more 
modern one, it would make a whale 
of a difference in the act. As is, 
Miss Greenway starts off cold, and 
has to gurgle aplenty to make up 
for it. Why put obstacles in the 
way when it could be avoided? 

Craig’s usual debonair manner 
clicked heavily with this audience. 
Some exception might be taken to 
the antiquity of several of his gags, 
but not to his style and delivery. 
Craig bills himself the ‘unknown 
humorist of vaude and radio,’ and 
it’s more than just a gag. There 
aren't many vaude comics blessed 
with Craig’s sense of humor, and 
bookers are still finding it out. As 
for radio, Craig never was discov- 
ered there, perhaps because of his 
kind of humor being unknown on 
the air. With Craig is a neat lit- 
tle girl, who turns a nice ankle be- 
sides straighting for her boss.
